Mrs. William loewiis of W est S ec­ 
ond street, received 
a letter 
this 
morning from her son, Roy J. Har- 
rigan, who is with the e.xpeditionary 
forces in France. 
He is a member 
of Battery C, Sixth 
Field Artillery. 
Harrigan is well known here. 
This 
is the first word 
that

mother 
has received 
from 
him in France 
and the first direct word that he was 
there, although she suspected it.

compulsory, 
upon the request of a small number 
of 
patrons. 
The 
grade 
schools 
should prepare for American ideals 
and should 
not 
give 
the valuable 
time to a language' that 
will be of 
practically no use 
to . them. 
The 
teaching 
of 
German .in the. high 
schools has 
ahvays 
been elective. 
The state requires tw’o years of one 
foreign 
language 
as a prerequisite 
to graduation from the high .school. 
In this school 
tw’o languages have 
been offered— 'Latin 
and 
German.
